Unt 
thoy were looking for a cliahco to shoot 
us down. Well, let them come, and d — n 
them, we aro willing to fight until the 
last drop of our blood is shod. Do thoy 
want to assassinate mo I Lot them doit ( 
I must dio anyhow. But I tell them if 
thoy do, there will bo such a riot, . such 
shedding of blood, such violence, robbery 
and pillage as will put to shame the French 
Revolution, ' I aui' willing to shed my 
blood for the gooii-of the Workingtrion's 
caase." 

At a ward meeting Kearney used 
the following outrageous language; 

"There will bo an attempt made to in- 
stall Grant as Dictator. Ho will bo hero 
next month. I hope no Workingman 
will go down to swell tho crowd to meet 
him. While he is being paraded through 
theatroeta we will burn him inoffigj", right 
here.ou..the 8aBd/ilot;,and I call upon all 
citizens of the State in every part of this 
route to burn hira in ofBgy. This will bo 
a warning to tne whisky and revenue 
thieves anu prostitutes who are hero to 
welcome hira. Some of those arc now 
stopping at the Palace Hotel and splurg- 
ing around. I am learning about thorn, 
and will soon be able to denounce them 
byname." 

The more respectable members of his 
party condemn tho Agitator and his 
remarks, and a serious uplit in their 
ranks may occur at any moment. It 
is not a Jittjo singular that Kearney, 
vwltp. set'an example of moderation to 
the workingmon and.actually prevent- 
ed a bloody riot .Svhen DEYoL'.va 
shot KAtLOCii should recommend the 
adoption of extreme and revolutionnry 
measures at a timo when quiet and 
rest are urgently required by the pub- 
lic of California who have Kuflered so 
severely during the recent election agi- 
tation. If Kearney is not "bounced" 
by the more respectable of his party 
their influence will l)egin rapidly to 
wane. _ 

THE QUEBEC DEADLOCK'. 



It will be gathered from our ox 
elusive dispatches that a sensible step 
has been taken in Quebec to end tlic 
deadlock. Ciieuvkeux, tiio Provincial 
Secretary, has resigned his portfolio, 
and the resignations of others of the 
Ministry are anticipated. These resig- 
nations probably portend the formation 
of a coalition Ministry with Mr. Jolv 
as Premier. The refusal of tlio Legis- 
lative Council or U])per IIouso to grant 
the supplies has brought on thi.s 
arrangement. The Upper House is 
appointive and is Couseryative antt the 
LowerJEou.se is elective and _ Liberal. 
A siiriilar mi.sunderstanding has existed 
for some months in New South Wales, 
where the Upper House has been de- 
clared a nuisance. If the House of 
Lords were to assume so gravo a ro- 
apon-sibility as to stop supplies that 
had been previously voted bj the 
House of Commons, there would al-' 
most be a popular uprising. But in 
political circles in tho Colonies acts arc 
allowable that would not be tolerated 
in the Mother Coui^try.

enough to send Trapp to Parliament it

But only in stylo and main 
issues lias ho availed himself of I\Ir. 
Barnard's able product ion, for in gram- 
matical construction and phriiseology 
he lias failed to profit by it. 

He, like Mr. Barnard, concedes that 
tho "railway question" is all important; 
and he adds that "upon it tho future 
of the country depends." His readers 
aro at a loss to know wliether it i.s upor 
the (juestion itself or tho satisfactory 
solution of it upon which wo depend. 

He continues, "the route (ciVi Thomp- 
son and Fraser) is virtually settled," 
but notwithstanding that in his opinion 
it is virtually settled he writes n long 
paragraph to prove tho superiority of 
that route over all others, and in doing 
so, commits a plagiarism by repeating 
what Mr. Barnard says about the uii- 
uecessary cxpenditiu'e of twenty mil- 
lions of dollars to construct a lino of 
greater length, which ho submits (as 
does iMr. Barnard) would not bo sane 
tioued by the Canadian people; he also, 
(/ /(I 'Sh: Barnard, points out how, by 
following the Fraser-Tliompson rou te 
tho road will be tho bettor able to eo m 
pete with American lines. In his next 
[laragraph i\fr. Trajip thinks it would 
1)0 unwise to ojiou again a warfare be- 
tween Mainland and Island, that thoy 
.should "allow the matter to he settled 
by survey ;" but ho has already said 
that the route is "virtually settled;" if 
so on what issue, may I ask Mv. Trapp, 
is thoro a jirobability of a rupture be- 
tween island and IMainland? I think 
tho electors of this, district will agree 
with me that, if a.wa^aro is entered 
into between Mainland and Island 
which should resdlt in a battle of 
"slinging iidf,' wc would rely on a 
broken reed if IMr. Trapp's brains wore 
called into requisition to defend us by 
tho use of his pen. 

But to continue; Jlr. Barnard .says, 
"I do not consider the mail service 
through the district to be at all satis- 
factory." Mr. Trapp says, "tho mail ser- 
vice of tho Province is anything but 
satisfactory." Mr. Barnard says that 
he will address tho elcctor.s "when the 
minor waLts of tho diUrict can be dis- 
cussed." ]Mr. Tra]ip hopes to attend 
meetings, "when thei'e will be an op- 
portunity of discussing minor matters." 

In fact, tho only subjects, introduced 
by Mr. Trapp into his addres.s, on which 
Mr. Barnard dooa not touch, ni-e the 
Cbineso question, and a national cur- 
rency. With respect to the former we 
know that Mr. Barnard's evidence, 
given at Ottawa la'st winter, before the 
conmiittiie appointed to enquire into tho 
question, was considered most damaging 
to tho Chinese as immigrants. Mr. Barn- 
ard entered into tho mattor very fully 
and elaborately, thereby rendering a 
service which tho workingmeu should 
reciprocate by giving him their earnest 
support. Into the question of nation- 
al currency I am not surprised at Mr. 
Barnard not entering. That is better 
left to men of the depth of intellect of 
i\lr. Trap]) ; but I must confess, Mr. 
Editor, that I wa.s not aware of anv 
Slid; question ever having been mooted 
in the Canadian -IIouso, and I am 
afraid the honor wo'fi'tMie given to Mr. 
Trapp of being the first to introduce 
and mould so important a matter, 
whiih ho ;;ays Iin will give his "careful 
consideration." ^fay 1 vontu:'e to en- 
quire of Mr. Ti'app, did he not mean a 
cosmopolitan cun-om y ? 

After this sorry display on tho part 
of this ambitious young gentleman, 
how can any intelligent elector contem- 
jdato scmling liiiii to represent us at 
Ottawa, when we Iwn'e the opportunity 
of sending one of iNlr. Barnard's well- 
known abilities, whom we have tried 
before hi tiie old Legislative Council, 
and with whom we were .so well satis- 
fied that the last time he solicited our 
sufi'rages we elected him by acelanm- 
tion ? 

No doubt ^Ir. Tra|iiv is a respecta- 
ble, nice young man ; but he is a com- 
liarutiNi' .stranger in llie di.strict, and 
therefore must Ix; considered rather 
prcsunqituous in })ressiiig himself for- 
ward, foi' although ho maintains that 
four-fifths of the electors in Nicola re- 
quested him to run, bets arc ofTered 
that r*fr. Barnard will get a large ma- 
jority there. Even Mr. Semlin would 
liavo uKole a bottm* running than Mr. 
Trap]!, and I am not surprised at his 
friends opjiosing Trapp who certainly 
ought to bo considered an interloper, 
^Ir. (Scmlin having a greater claim on 
the party than i\Ir. Trapji. 

I am afraid Mr. Trapp has allowed 
himself to be made use of by Mr. Wal- 
kem, who will not leave a stone un- 
turncfl, or' hesitate to resort to unscru- 
pulous means to place every difllculty 
in tlie jjath of ]\Ir. Barnard who has 
been ]\Ir. Walkcm'a belc noire over since 
that wily little gentleman entered pub- 
lic' Irfo;' An Elector.

This explains 
why it is becoming cheaper to import 
rails from iMigauul and pay 100 per 
cent, duty than to purchase at home 
English prices of steel have been de- 
clining, while American prices have 
been ailvancing, until at la.st our enor- 
mous tarifl' ceases to prohibit their im- 
portation. Meanwhile Canadian rail 
roa<l builders are able to supply them- 
selves from tho "Mother Country" with 
steel rails for their roads at half tho 
American i)rices, and I'higlisli steel, 
after paying the tremendous duties, is 
beginning to nour into this couiitrv.

In our issue of Saturday last a tele- 
gnipliie despatch aiJprisud our readers of 
the fact that a resident of Nanimo had 
been sontoneed by INfr. Justice Crea.se to 
three Miontb.s' iinprisnnnu'iit "for as- 
sault." \Ve, and doubtlcsa many nther.s, 
were somewhat taken by surprise at tho 
announcement, inasmuch as there was 
nothing on record in the Nanaimo police 
court suowingthat t^e c^efendant had been 
committ'ed for' trial "for assault or any 
other oll'ence. I»itor intelligence, how- 
ever, tlirov.'H light upon tho ca.so. Tt ap- 
pears that tiie aocu.sotl and .-i young man 
iiamod.SuUivati '.vcru driiikiisg in :>. .';i'.l'->on 
in jN'anaimo;on tho night of tho 10th inst. 
A discussioii aroao between them on poli- 
tics and angry words ensued, which ter- 
minated by Sullivan slapping the other's 
face. For a time there was a lull in hos- 
tilities, verbal and otherwi.se, but when 
tho accused shortly afterwards made an 
opprobrious allusion to a much respected 
Sisterhood Sullivan again slapped his 
face The accused, .who is a member of 
tho ISfunicipal Council of'ITanainioinioro- 
upon picked up a tumbler and threw it at 
Sullivan, striking liini 1)i'tween tiio eyes 
and indicting very painful >.vounds. Sul- 
livan, however, refused to iirosecuto Ids 
opponent and conseiinently a .special ses- 
sion of tho Grand .Jury was held on TJiura^ 
day last and an imlictmeirt was laid 
against the 'asrailani. A true -bilb was 
found and the trial resiilted in the sen- 
tence already recorded. It is high time 
that the vicious and dangerous practice of 
throwing tumblers in bar-rooms, to which 
some people resort when inflamed by 
liquor, ahould be put down. A case was 
brought to our notice some time, since 
wherein a proniinoiit personage became 
engaged in un argument witli a settler in 
a saloon in this city. Tho man of promi- 
nence lost his temper and fired a volley of 
tumblers at the .Hettler's head and hurt 
him seriously. The scar — a dreadful- 
looTiing gsijh — will be carried to the grave 
by the injured man. . Strango to.say tho 
injured man declined to prosecute; and 
thus it is that nearly all these tumbler- 
thro-n-ers escape the law. In the instance 
to which wo allude tho fiflence of the 
prominent personage was never brought 
to the notice of the (irand Jury by the 
proper parties and ho to-day enj<jys liljei- 
ty whilst the Jfanainioan sult'ei'H duranc 
vile.

Mo.ND.vv, Sept. 15. 
In ll! Samuel Walker, an Insolvent. — 
This was an api)lication calling on tho 
County Court Judge at Richliold, tho 
Bank of 15.x. .A., and the Official Assignee 
to show L'au.se whj' an order should not be 
made directing the County Court .ludge 
to hear and adjudicate upon the insol- 
vent's petition tf> set aside the writ of at- 
tachinont. The petition .sot forth a vari- 
ety of grounds, and amongst others the 
djsputation of the Bank's debt, and that 
the estate' was sufiicicTit to meet all de- 
mands. 

Mr. Justice llray said that the County 
Court Judge should have hoard tho evi- 
dence tendered in support of tho petition. 
He (Mr. Gray) did not express any opin- 
itin .IS to tho merits ^f^<)>he^pdUti'on; but 
tho County Court Judge had erred in con- 
sidering he had no jurisdiction on account 
of tho amount in dispute being .iver §500. 
Undoubtedly the insolvent had a right to 
a hearing on the merits. This liad not 
been accorded him. Tho order for the 
hearing of the case before the County 
Court would therefore be made absolute. 

Mr. Walkem, Q.C., .ind Mr. Alox. E. 
B. Davie for the insolvent; Mr. Robnrt- 
aon, Q.C., for tho Bank; and Mr. Elliott 
for tho County Court Judge. 

Disallbwed! 

Wherever in this Pi-ovince our paper 
shall corii'e to-day there will bo rejoicing 
over the fact that tho Act of this Govern- 
ment which imposed a rate of interest 
equid to 24 per cent, per annum on pur- 
cliaso money remaining unpaid on Crown 
lands or rents due tho Crown, has been 
disallowed at Ottawa. The iniquity is 
swept away.

Tho two cases — the Indian 
charged with murder and tho Chinaman 
charged with passing counterfeit gold 
dust— should have boon disposed of last 
year ; but unfortunately no jail delit'ery 
took place, /Ac (iie(\t expcDt^it of liohli)ui 
Coint lu^l^e Uf'utij aHeijfil iin c.a'K.^c.

Jf'e regret to 
state that the Indians ohtain all the liquor 
Ihi'if <l'':<in\ -Mthougli the law on this 
point is vor.v strict it i.s impossible to car- 
ry it out witliout the aid of constables. 
Almost all crimes and depredations com- i 
mittcd l>y Indians ma.N l)o traced to this I 
source and wo regret to state that from \ 
the boundary line tn the. extreme limffs of \ 
the disMcUhe laic on thi.i point i.i di>/h'd \ 
\rith impv)iitij. 

We consider it iieco.ssary for tlio]>roper : 
administration of justice that a Judge |

in each year, as the [lopulation is scattered 
over a largo extent of country and it is 
iinpo.ssible to prepare cases and notify | 
interested persons at a day's notice. \ 

The (Irand Juries of previous years j 
have successively asketl the presiding 
Judge of tho Sujiromo Court to use his ; 
influence with the authorities to better | 
our mail facilities; but we regret to say, i 
instead of having the desired effect, this | 
year we are left without any mail facili- 
ties at all, and have to depend on a pri- 
vate express only to comnnmicate with 
the outside world, the great hardship and 
injustice of which your ijOrdship cannot 
fail to iierceive. ] 

III tho last estimates passed \>y the i 
Legislative Assembly the sum of one | 
thousand dollars was voted in aid of tho i 
Casaiar Hospital. Wo do not think we 
should be justified in erecting and main- 
taining such an establishment, as tho ox- 
peuso would bo too groat. Wo bog to 
suggest in lieu thereof that an amount 
should bo voted annually to be paid to a 
i|ualified physician to reside amongst us. 

We think no rotul-toll should bo collect- 
eil on produce raised in the district- as 
wo doom the farmers de.servo encourage- 
ment. In conclusion, we trust you will 
use your influence in furthering - our in- 
terests and we hope your Lordship will 
have a pleasant and safe return trip to 
Victoria.

A Bijlaw to ivohibit the. emctton ofWootkH. 
Bmldings idthiii cet taiii Five Limits 
ipithiii the City of Victorip,:, .."J: ito 
1. That sucli part of tno City bountled 
on the North by John.soii street, on the 
South by Fort street, on tlie Eiust by 
Broad street .tnil 011 the ^Yest by tlio 
Water Frontage be lieroby declared with- 
in tho Fire Limits of tlie City of A'ictorut. 
Tlie centre of Johnaon to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shtiU be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

All Biiilding.H hereafter erected with- 
in tho Fire Liiuit.^ sliall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material anti 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Tlato of Roof, and ^wty Wulla 
shall also oxtond to samo Might above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with .such material as will nfTord pro- 
tection agaiu.st Fire and the Walla siiall 
be so consiructod as to .separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and eompletely of tiie 
interior and exterior of sucIi Building 
from all and every part of tho interior aud 
tj.xteriov of any adjoining Building. . If 
tho ajio-x of Roof slioiild exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
covered with sucli material as will afford 
protection against Firo. In tho case of 
Oabloa tho \\'alls arc to be carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tlio term Building, asi applied , in this 
Section, shall not 'include PriTiea,-~6r 
Shctls for .storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

:t. All Kepaiis to r>uildings constructed 
of brick, stpno, or other incombiistiblo 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4. The Wooden Buildini; witliin the 
said Firo Limits shall not ijij altered -ot 
changed without the witten porinisaioVi of 
tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Dopartnient^ approved by !i majority of 
the File Wardens, which permit slull 
specify fully the alterations or changea re- 
(|uired, iiiul no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
[losed chiuige or alteration in the sijse of 
any Wooden nnilding within the said 
Limits, or if surli repiiiis or alterations 
will incicaso the value of such building 
more than Twcnty-tivo percent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits .shall be kept on file in the 
office of tho City Clerk, 

0. No Building within the .said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a. por- 
tion of tho samo lot on which it standii or 
to a point outside tlic Firo Limits. 

C. Wiienevcr any building shall l>e by 
any means so much injured as to be, In 
the jutl^meiit of the Cliief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nui.sancc, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shaU, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority ((f the Firo Wardens, be 
damaged by firo to the extent of ono-lialf 
,or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon lhe 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, anil the person re-- 
cciving such notice shall within teii ilays 
after receiving, tho same comply with ' the 
requirements thereof.

8. Any person or persons 'viqlat|n|f|^^ 
of tho provisions of this BylaW) iSliaU:*!bo 
deemed guilty of a nuademeanori"''and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more tlian ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a now ofTenco and punislied accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Firo Wardens 
.arc required to sec that the provisions of 
tliis Bylaw arc enforced tind to make com- 
plaints in llio Police Court for violation
